As you know, the statement of the Commission's General 
•Counsel, J. Lee Rankin which you attached to your letter 
confirmed that Professor Redlich serves on the National Coun- 
cil of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. Mr, Rankin's 
statement also states that the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee is not listed as a subversive organization by the 
Attorney General. 

On the attachment I have shown portions of pages 69 and 
70 of the Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications, 
December, 1961, wherein the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is referred to as a Communist front and as having individuals 
connected with it who have been identified under oath as being 
Communists. 




It is absolutely incredible that an individual with this 
kind of an affiliation should be appointed to such a sensitive 
position. If the public i3 to have faith in the Commission's 
.findings there should be a review of the procedures under which 
Commission appointments are made.
